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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 -27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Specifically, the independent claims, 1 , 21 and 26 are unclear because of being 
ambiguous. For example, in each of the independent claims, phrases such as at least 
first and second connectors are ambiguous. Does this plural phrase mean a first 
connector and a second connector. That is, is the plural mean one first connector and 
one second connector, or do Applicants define this phrase as first connectors and 
second connectors? As written, this could also be interpreted as a single first connector 
and multiple second connectors and vice-a-versa. 

It is also unclear, in claim 1 , what is meant by first and second further 
connectors. 

In claim 1 , among others, using RF without its meaning preceding RF is not 
proper. It should be, radio frequency RF, to be proper. 

These problems cited above, are not meant to be an exhaustive list, but only 
examples of the types of problems that exist with the instant application.
